LEOPOLD | OF BELGIUM 





Leopold George Christian Frederic (1790-1865), the fourth 
son of the duke of Saxe-Coburg-Saalfeld, was the first king in an 
independent Belgium. At the age of fifteen he was a general in 
the cavalry of the Russian army, and in 1814 joined in the 
invasion of France. He married Princess Charlotte, heiress to 
the English throne, in 1816, and was naturalized in England, 
being given the title of duke of Kendal. The princess died a 
year later. Leopold refused the crown of Greece when it was 
offered him, but on June 4, 1831, the National Congress of 
Belgium elected him king, and he was crowned on July 21. He 
made an excellent king for the new state since he was on good 
terms with all the sovereigns of Europe, especially with his 
niece Queen Victoria of England. He governed firmly but 
moderately, and his wisdom and culture were admired both 
within and outside his country. In 1832 Leopold married 
Louise of Orleans, daughter of Louis Philippe, king of France. 

The 5 Franc piece illustrated shows Leopold as he looked at 
the time he became king. He was then about 42 years old when 
the artist J.P. Braemt engraved this portrait. The obverse legend 
LEOPOLD PREMIER ROI DES BELGES reads “Leopold, first 
king of the Belgians.’’ The star below the date is the mint mark 
of the Brussels mint. Around the edge is written DIEU 
PROTEGE BELGIQUE, “God protect Belgium.”

Recent Numismatic Adventures in Greece

Pictured below is a coin (fig. 1) of the Ottoman Empire much 
sought after by collectors of crowns of the world and collectors 
of Turkish coinage. I have spent seven years looking for this 
coin myself and have checked public sale catalogues to see when 
it was last offered for sale. The only information I have on the 
sale of a similar specimen was by letter from a friend of mine 
who noted that it was last offered in 1955 by a firm in England. 
This will give you an idea of the elusiveness and rarity of this 
piece.

This crown is a piastre (kurus) of Osman III who was Sultan 
of the Ottoman Empire from 1754 to 1757 AD (1168 to 1171 
AH). Osman III came to the throne late in life and ruled briefly 
before his death of natural causes. His coins are quite rare, 
especially this crown. It was struck in 1168 AH (1754 AD). 

The obverse inscription shows the tugra of Osman which says 
in Arabic (reading from lower right to upper left), “Osman Han 
bin Mustafa el muzafferu daima’’. In English this is ““Osman son 
of Mustafa The Ever Victorious’’.* Below the tugra is zarbe fe

Custantiniyah, (struck in Constantinople), and the date 1168 
(1754 AD). 

The reverse legend consists of the classic four line inscription 
used by the Sultans. Reading right to left; top line reads Sultan 
al bareyn (Sultan of the two lands), second line from top reads 
wa khakan al behreyn (and Lord of the two seas), third line 
reads al Sultan ibin (the Sultan son of), and bottom line reads 
al Sultan (the Sultan). There is a “‘mark”’ in the hook of the last 
letter on the left of the third line of inscription, the meaning of 
which is not known. The mark is not visible in the photograph. 

This coin is catalogued by Davenport (reference 1) as D-325 
and by Craig (reference 2) as C-21. The Turkish Yapi ve Kredi 
Bank Catalogue (reference 3) does not illustrate the coin. The 
prices given by Davenport and Craig give little indication of its 
scarcity. 

My avid interest in obtaining this coin was due to it being the 
last crown of the Turkish series that I needed in order to have at 
least one crown from each Sultan of Turkey who struck crowns. 

Unsuccessful attempts to obtain this coin from various 
sources both in Turkey and England had made me despair of 
ever obtaining it. In fact I had written it off as a lost cause. 

Now, on to Salonika! Arriving in Salonika (Thessalonika), 
Greece, for a vacation but always on the alert for numismatic 
shops, my wife and I made inquiries in a tourist shop. With 
some reluctance the owners consulted our street map and made 
marks indicating two coin shops, (usually antique shops). A 
brisk walk to the first store found us there at the wrong time. 
Greek stores close from twelve-thirty to four in the afternoon 
and then open for business from four until eight in the evening. 
We became window shoppers until the stores opened, much to 
the discomfort of our feet! At four o’clock we arrived at the 
first shop which was still closed. After waiting for a short time 
we decided to give the second shop a try. Fortunately, it was 
open. The owner courteously invited us in and offered the 
usual tea which we accepted. To our relief there were adequate 
chairs to rest in. After some discussion in my broken German 
(he did not speak English and we did not speak Greek), the 
owner knew that I was interested in Ottoman coinage. Asa 
result I bought some coins of fairly common variety and we 
left. But while there we noted that in the back of the shop was 
a display case of glass containing four trays of coins. A quick 
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On To Salonika! 


look established that they contained Turkish coins. However, 
piled about the display case were antiques and an assortment of 
bags which made entry to the case impossible. Indicating that I 
wished to see the coins there only drew the reply that the case 
could not be opened and that nothing there had been moved for 
five years! Well, I thought, I have heard that story before and it 
is probably a come on! 

Several days later, after taking the customary tours of the 
city and local areas, I decided to go back to that shop and look 
for other coins that might be of interest to friends of mine. 
Making sure to arrive at the right time (in the morning this 
time) I settled down to look at some old copper coins and after 
a short time selected some to buy. While in the process, I 
mentioned the Turkish coins in the display case. The owner 
said that when we completed the deal on the copper pieces he 
would get out the trays of coins for me. This left me in the 
position of having to buy the copper pieces (price not yet 
established) to get at the Turkish coins. And what would the 
price of the copper pieces be? And would there be any Turkish 
coins of consequence? After a short hesitation (I am inclined to 
be somewhat of a gambler regarding coins) I agreed. With some 
apprehension, I asked the price of the copper coins. The price 
was fairly high but I agreed to it and sat down to await the 
completion of the archaeological dig in the back of the shop.

When the first dusty tray arrived I had to agree - no one had 
touched those coins for five years! When I picked up the first 
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On To Salonika! 


coin there remained on the tray a clean circular outline where 
the coin had been resting. The shop owner was truthful!

The first few pieces selected revealed Turkish coins in 
excellent condition and several of dates I had been searching 
for. In some cases I had only guessed that these dates existed 
since none of the catalogues listed them. I also noted and 
selected several denominations that were very difficult to get. 
The most outstanding being the 20 para coin of Mustafa III, 
(fig. 2) with a regnal year 3, (see Craig C-44). The next were 
the years 1 (fig. 3) and 2 (fig. 4) of the zolta of Mustafa III, 
(see Craig C-45). Coins of these early years I greatly desired for 
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On To Salonika! 





research and study. But the best was now to come. 

Seeing a large Turkish crown I picked it up and could not 
believe it! Here was the elusive crown of Osman III, as fresh as 
the day it was minted! (fig. 1). Not wanting to give the game 
away, I suppressed my obvious feelings of joy and elation and 
calmly put the coin with the rest of those I had selected. Now 
it was all downhill and the price did not matter. I was going to 
buy! Noting that no coins dated later than 1966 were in the 
trays, I completed the pleasant task of purchasing the coins. 
What remains is anticlimactic but needless to say I have fond 
memories of Salonika! On to Salonika! 


Specifics of the coins are as follows:

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1808 53 FRANCHI OF LUCCA 
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Illustrated above is a silver 5 franchi of Elisa Bonapart, elder 
sister of Napoleon I, and her husband Felix Bacciacchi. The 
Prince and Princess of Lucca and Piombino ruled from 1805, 
when Napoleon, elevating many of his friends and family to 
positions of royalty, made these two joint rulers, until 1814, 
when the Neopolitans occupied their territory. Their coinage 
began almost immediately upon their appointment, but ceases 
in 1808. 

The series of these 5 franchi pieces is interesting in several 
ways. These are the only crown-size pieces issued by the two 
co-rulers. They are of one of the most distinctive designs to 
occur with accolated heads. Several distinct head sizes are 
found within the short series. And there is at least one overdate 
which occurs. 

The piece illustrated above is of the largest head type. It is 
similar to the illustrated piece in J.S. Davenport’s European 
Crowns and Talers since 1800, 2nd edition, 1964, listed under 
Lucca (Italy) as No. 203. W.D. Craig, borrowing an illustration 
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1808 5 Franchi of Lucca 





from Wayte Raymond’s Coins of the World, Nineteenth 
Century Issues, Lucca (Italy) No. 1, illuatrates a coin of the 
earlier type with the small heads in his Coins of the World, 
1750-1850, 2nd edition (p. 286, Lucca No. 24). 

The purpose of illustrating the above piece is to record the 
overdate, 1808 over 1807, which is clearly evident in the lower 
picture. 





1663 ENGLISH SHILLING 
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As can be seen from the above illustrations of two English 
shillings of Charles II, both dated 1663, and both of the first 
bust variety, the number of harp strings may vary from 6 to 7. 
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BOOK REVIEW 


COHEN, ROGER S. American Half Cents, the ‘Little Half 
Sisters.”’ Bethesda, 1971. 105 pp., illustrations in text. Cloth. 
$15.00 (We can supply - please note book list in this issue.) 


Unlike large cents, the United States half cents have never 
been very popular. This is reflected in the literature which has 
been devoted to these pieces. Crosby compiled the first 
extensive list of die varieties, and Empire (Bowers and Ruddy) 
added varieties discovered since Crosby wrote The United States 
Half Cents. Crosby illustrated all known varieties, Empire’s 
United States Half Cents, 1793-1857 contained only a few 
illustrations supplementary to Crosby. Neither, of course, can 
today meet the requirements of the serious half cent collector, 
not to mention the student of the U.S. coinage in general. This 
is where the value of Mr. Cohen’s book lies. 

First, it incorporates all of the known varieties - dies, 
marriages, and edges. It gives detailed descriptions for die 
identification, varying from the traditional critical points when 
more obvious features of difference exist. 

Secondly, illustrations of a reasonable size are included, and 
the photography is good, very good. Here, tho, is the area most 
open to criticism. The coins photographed are not always of 
census condition, a few even being very poor. But in defense of 
this, the critical areas for identification are clear in all cases. 
The illustrations are included in the text, which, I believe, is a 
good choice. However, where the marriage tables are simply 
circles, illustrations might have been substituted. 

Thirdly, the emission sequence for the series has been put 
forth with conviction. And this will be very helpful, especially 
for further research. 

Mintage figures, relative to the coin date, rather than to the 
calendar year are worked out using material in the National 
Archives not previously referred to. 

A tabulation of values, based on the standard catalogue 
listing, times a factor for particular varieties, gives Mr. Cohen’s 
estimation of the value of any piece. 

All in all, this book can be credited with making a major 
contribution to U.S. numismatics, and is obviously indispensible 
for the collector of U.S. copper. We can all be grateful to Mr. 
Cohen for its production.
